Needy Farmers 


OUR federal agencies announce 

completion of a joint plan for 
meeting drought and flood emer- 
gencies which have affected more 
than 115,000 farm families in 34 
states. The plan was drafted at the 
request ci the President, after con- 
sultation with Congressmen from 
the most seriously stricken states. 

Loans, direct relief, and emer- 
gency food supplies will be pro- 
vided for these needy families by 
the Farm Security Administration, 
the Farm Credit Administration, 
the Disaster Loan Corporation, and 
the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation, beginning: immed- 
iately. Funds of the first three 
agencies available for emergency 
use total $38,500,000. In addition, 
FSCC expects to increase consid- 
erably its shipments of surplus 
foodstuffs into the distressd aras. 

The Farm Credit Administration 
will provide up to $20,000,000 for 
emérgency crop and feed loans to 
farmers who can give a first lien 
on their crops or livestock. Secur- 
ity of this type is required by the 
law govering FCA operations. 

As the need develops, the Fede- 
ral.Surplus Commodities Corpora- 
tion will increase its shipments of 
surplus foodstuffs to drought and

Promote rs Would Reap A SCOUTS HAVE BENEFIT 
Big Profit On Power Deal; 


Consumers Will Pay Bill 


Mayors, councilmen, other city! be paid for the entire project, He 


officials and a large number of in- 
terested citizens, the larger part 
of them opponents, from all over 
South Alabama were in Montgom- 
ery Monday and Tuesday attend- 
ing the hearing before the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission 
over the recently constituted South 
Alabama Power Authority, which 
is proposing to take over the 
entire electric system of the Ala- 
bama Water Service Company, 
now serving 23 South Alabama 
municipalities. 

The Commission was hearing a 
petition filed by the City of Sam- 
son asking revocation of the Com- 
mission’s authority to the propos- 
ed Power District and also a pe- 
tition from Troy, Elba, Opp, and 
other cities asking a dissolution of 
the Power District. 

It will be remembered that the 
City of Andalusia, through Mayor 
J. G. Scherf, was granted authori- 
ty to set up the Power District 
Several weeks ago, and in the peti- 
tion filed with the Public Service 
Commission it was set out that the 
authority was being organized “in 
the public interest.’ However, 
from evidence given by Mr. Scherf 
on the stand Monday afternoon, 
it was shown that the public did 
not know anything about the pro- 
posed deal and that he, as Mayor 
of Andalusia, did not try to get 
the information to any of the peo- 
ple who would be affected. 

The whole plan was formulated 
by Promoter Frank P. Folmar of 
Mobile, formerly of Troy, who was 
contact man for a group of Loui- 
siana capitalists headed by Mr. 
O, P. Hodge. Mr. Folmar and his 
associates, with the help of some 
Birmingham bond brokers and Mf. 
Horace Wilkinson, widely known 
attorney, hatched up the scheme 
and after preparing some very in- 
viting financial statements pre- 
sented the scheme to Mayor Scherf 
of Andalusia, who immediately 
hopped on the band wagon, called 
the council together and adopted 
dozens of resolutions, so many he 
could not remember all of them, 
and without consulting any of the 
affected municipalities,-asked the 
Commission to allow him to put 
the scheme over. 

It was also shown that Mr, Fol- 
mar, the non-resident promoter, 
prepared the statements for Mayor 
Scherf and his councilmen on 
which the Commission was guided 
in its action of allowing the Power 
District to be set up. Andalusia 
City Attorney Albritton finally 
admitted that he asked Mr, Folmar 
to answer the questions, but May- 
or Scherf admitted that he did 
not know very much about the 
proposed power project and had 
not made any effort to learn about 
it. The dollars and cents state- 
ments submitted by the promoters 
looked good to him and that was 
all he was interested in. 

It will be remembered that Mr, 
Scherf, in a newspaper statement 
about two weeks ago, attacked the 
municipal authorities for objecting 
to the proposed scheme, yet he 
admitted from the stand that he 
did not know what price was to 


said no price had been agreed 
upon, but finally admitted that the 
promoters had told him they could 
buy the properties from the Ala- 
bama Water Service Company for 
two million dollars—in fact, said 
they had an option to buy. Later 
he testified that the proposed Pow- 
er Authority was to buy the prop- 
erty from the promoters at a price 
of Two Million Dollars, PLUS. 

When asked how much plus, he 
was not able to state any more 
than to say that it might be a 
half million, three quarters of a 
million, or even more than that. 
Still, he thought it was a Rood 
proposition for the municipalities 
and thousands of consumers who 
would be forced to pay the price, 
even if rates had to be raised to 
make the project pay off, 

The Clipper wishes it had space 
lo print all the evidence brought 
out before the Commission, so 
that consumers in this section 
might know about the efforts of 
these shrewd manipulators to pull 
off one of the dirtiest deals in 
the history of South Alabama. The 
entire scheme was born of a de- 
sire to make from a half to one 
million dollars out of electric con- 
Sumers now being served by the 
Alabama Water Service Company, 
and this burden would be on 
our shoulders for years to come 
and we could not have escaped un- 
cer the terms of the law under 
which the scheme was to operate. 

It is understood that Mr, William 

E, Mathews, III, president of the 
Alabama Water Service Company, 
testified Tuesday that his company 
was not trying to sell out, but that 
he had been approached and nego- 
tiations were pending. However, 
he denied that the promoters had 
an option on the property, and 
further stated that no binding con- 
tract existed. 
“It was also stated that Capital- 
ist Hodge signified his intention of 
buying the property and organiz- 
ing a corporation to operate it, in 
case the Power Authority is dis- 
solved, and Attorney Wilkinson in- 
timated during the Tuesday hear- 
ing that the matter would be tak- 
en to Supreme Court, so it seems 
that the matter is in for a long 
crawn out controversy and munici- 
palities will be called upon to de- 
fend their rights for months to 
come, 

It can be clearly seen that the 
whole scheme was planned for the 
purpose of “holding up” the people 
of this section for multiplied thous- 
ends of dollars, without any re- 
gard for their rights or interest. 
The promoters have no interest in 
this section or its people, and we 
were surprised at the apparent ig- 
norance of Mayor Scherf of An- 
dalusia in allowing his city to be 
used in such a manner as has 
been proposed. 

We do not believe the people of 
Andalusia favor the plan, and we 
certainly know that all other mu- 
nicipalities as well as electric con- 
sumers of the nine counties are 
bitterly opposed to the plan, and 
are in no mood at this time to be 
“gypped” by a bunch of designing,

FORESTRY BEING BOOSTED 
IN 1940 PLAN FOR A, A, A, 

AUBURN, Ala.—If every farm- 
er could plant four acres of for- 
est trees on their farms next year 
under the AAA program, more 
than six million dollars would be 
earned and the State would be 
well on the way to timber produc- 
tion again. 

That is the way Rufus H. Page, 
Jr., extension forester of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, ex- 
plains the new provisions of the 
1940 AAA program which makes 
available $30 for every farm which 
has four acres of forest trees 
planted during the year. This $30 
is in addition to other payments 
earned under the program. 

“In addition to the usual soil 
building allowance for carrying 
out soil building practices, there 
will be granted an additional $30 
payment per farm for the plant- 
ing of trees, based on the rate 
of $7.50,” Page said. ‘‘This mcans 
that a farmer may earn payments 
for terracing, winter legumes or 
some other good farming practice 
and still earn $30 for planting four 
acres of trees.” 

Page said that specifications on 
this practice, which has been hail- 
ed as the best assistance farmers 
can obtain in reforestation work, 
requires that the trees be protect- 
ed from fire, Other specifications 
are that shortieaf, loblolly pines 
and black locusts be planted at the 
rate of 1,000 seedlings per acre 
and that slash pine, longleaf pine 
and oaks be planted at the rate 
of 700 trees per acre, 

Under the 1940 AAA program 
any area which can be planted to 
the required number of trees per 
acre and still be in accordance 
with good tree culture and wild- 
life management practice may be 
used to earn the payments, Thus, 
worn-out land may be reforested 
under this program, he said. 

Farmers who obtain seedlings 
from the Soil Conservation Service 
or the Tennessee Valley Authority 
free may earn only a half prac- 
tice. In other words, they may 
earn payments only on half the 
acreage they plant with these 
seedlings, Page said. 

Of each $1 paid for gasoline at 
service stations, only 71 cents ac- 
tually goes for motor.fuel. The 
other 29 cents is taken by the tax 
collector. This amounts to a 40- 
per cent sales tax levy.

TYPHUS DEATH RAT B Is 
EXTREMELY HIGH IN ALA, 


Approximately one typhus fever 
death out of every seven occurr- 
ing in the United States in 1937 
occurred in Alabama, the State De- 
partment of Health, Montgomery, 
announced this week on the basis 
of information received from the 
3ureau of the Census of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Com- 
merce, 

Typhus fever deaths reported 
from the United States as a whole 
totaled 134, as compared with a 
total of 19 reported from the State 
of Alabama alone. 

Three typhus fever deaths each 
were reported among residents of 
Pike and Coffee Counties, two each 
among residents of Covington and 
Dale, and one each among resi- 
dents of Baldwin, Barbour, Cham- 
bers, Cleburne, Elmore, Escambia, 
Houston and Marshall. One death 
attributed to this disease was that 
of a non-resident of the State.

PARABLES OF THE KINGDOM 


an SSON TEXT—Matthew 13:3-8, 31-33, 
44- 

GOLDE N TEXT—Incline your ear, and 
come unto me: hear, and your soul shall 
live.—Isalah 55:3, 


Teaching by parable, a method 
so often used by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, has many advantages, A 
parable (which is a story relat- 
ing events in common life to teach 
or illustrate spiritual truth) is use- 
ful in stimulating interest and at- 
tention, in making the truth clear, 
in fixing it in the hearer's mem- 
ory, and in attracting for further 
instruction those who are interest- 
ed even as it eliminates those who 
make no response, Jesus was the 
master of this art of teaching. Oth- 
ers have learned from Him. 

The interpretation of the parables 
of Jesus has brought forth much 
difference of opinion. The impor- 
tant point to bear in mind 1s that 
the interpretation must be one con- 
sistent with other scripture, as well 
as with our Lord’s own revelation 
of its meaning when given. We 
have His own interpretation of the 
parable of the Sower (Matt, 13:18- 
23), but He did not interpret the 
other parables of our lesson, leay- 
ing it for us to carefully seek their 
meaning and gladly receive their 
instruction. 

I, Take Heed How You Hear (vv. 
3-8). 

This parable is rightly called the 
parable of the Sower for our Lord 
so named it (v. 18), but as we read 
it we see that the lesson it teaches 
relates primarily to thé four kinds 
of hearers of the Word of God. 


There are some who hear and 
their hearts and minds have so long 
been the common road over which 
every worldly influence has passed, 
that it has become so hard the Word 
of God finds no lodgment, but is 
quickly carried away by the birds, 
which are the ‘‘vultures of worldli- 
ness’’ and wickedness (see v. 19). 
Reader, if your heart is like that, 
ask God to break it up. Let us 
all shun those hardening influences 
which destroy our susceptibility to 
God's Word. 

Others there sre who hear and 
the seed takes root, but the soil is 
s0 shallow that it has only a quick 
growth which soon withers. These 
are those whose life is largely emo- 
tional, thrilling to a new experi- 
ence, but not ready to face trials 
and the responsibilities of life (v. 
21). As long as the Christian life 
looks attractive such shallow folk 
want to be counted in, but when 
they learn that it involves sacri- 
fice, they are gone. Shallow souls, 
pray God to give your life depth 
and real meaning and worth. 

Others hear and receive the truth, 
but soon permit the cares of life 
to choke and destroy it (see v. 22). 
This pictures modern life so aptly 
that one could dwell with profit on 
the vital lessons here taught. 

Thank God, some of the seed 
brings forth a rich harvest! There 
is encouragement for every teacher 
and preacher of the Word of God. 
Notice (vy. 8, 23) that if we should 
bring forth a hundred-fold it would 
be tragic to bear only thirty or sixty. 

I. Beware of the Power of Evil 
(vv. 31-33). 

Just as the mustard plant was 
never intended to grow into a tree 
in which the birds would dwell, so 
Christianity was never intended to 
be a nominally Christianized world 
empire in which ungodly men, the 
dark birds of the evil one (v. 19), 
should find comfortable lodgment. 
Unfortunately, that is what much of 
professing Christianity has be- 
come, Let those of us who love the 
Lord beware that we are not mis- 
led by it. 

The parable of the leaven teaches 
the same lesson. Always in the 
New Testament leaven stands for 
evil (see such passages as Matt. 
22:16-21, 23, 29; 23:14, 16; I Cor. 
5:6-8; Gal. 5:9). It is any influ- 
ence that weakens testimony, en- 
courages hypocrisy, formalism or 
worldliness, Who can deny that 
this leaven has spread throughout 
the Church? The Evil One is pow- 
erful, Let us beware of his power 
and of his leaven. 

Ill. Value Redemption Aright (vv. 
44-46). 

In interpreting this parable we ob- 
serve that obviously the sinner had 
nothing to sell with which to buy 
salvation, even if it were to be 
bought, which we know it is not 
(Eph, 2:8). We do give up some 
things to follow Christ, but are they 
not the worthless and degrading 
things? On the other hand, He 
gave us His all, even to the shame- 
ful death of the cross. This He 
did for His own people, Israel, and 
what we are even more interested 
in, for the Church, 

Let us value our redemption 
highly. We have been purchased 
with the unspeakable price, the 
blood of our Lord Jesus Christ. Let 
us then heed the admonition of the 
apostle Paul, ‘Ye are bought with 
a price, therefore glorify God in 
your body and in your spirit, which 
are God's’’ (I Cor, 6:20).

Q. What benefit to a worker is 
a Social Security Account Number 
card? 

A, It identifies his Social Se- 
curity Account, It guarantees the 
crediting of his wages to his ac- 
count and to no other person's ac- 
count, His account is the record 
of his wages on which his old-age 
and survivors benefits are based, 

Q. Should a worker show his 
eccount number to each employer 
for whom he works? 

A, Yes, His account number 
card should be shown to each em- 
ployer for whom he works, ‘The 
law requires his employer to re- 
in reporting to 
the Government taxes paid by both 
the employer and employee, 

Q. Suppose an employer spells 
® worker's name wrong? What 
would happen in such an event? 

A. The chances are the em- 
ployee would have trouble in es- 
tablishing his wage credits, For 
this reason he should check the 
way his employer spells his name 
to be sure that it is like the spell- 
ing on nis Social Security Account 
Number card, 

Q. How many account number 
cards should each worker have? 

A, Hach worker should have 
only one account number, If he 
has more than one number, he 
should send or bring a record of 
ail numbers to the nearest Social 
Security Board Field Office for 
correction, 

Q. What should an employee 
do in case he loses his account 
number card? 

A, If an employee should lose 
his account number card he should 
ask at the nearest Social Security 
Board Field Office for a duplicate 
card with the same number,

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SOHOOL LUNOHES IN 
SURPLUS CROPS PLAN 

AUBURN, Ala, Five million 
free school lunches for five million 
undernourished children every 
school aay of the year-——-that's one 
goal of the Federal Surplus Com- 
modities Corporation for the new 
year, 

This will mean that instead of 
the 80 million pounds of surplus 
goods routed from farm to school- 
room in 1938-39, many times that 
amount will be tagged for nurs- 
erles, grade schools, and high 
schools by the time next June 
101ls around, says John L, Liles, 
Jr, extension economist of the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 

The expanded school lunch pro- 
fram is but one phase of a four- 
point attack by the Department 
of Agriculture on the problem of 
moving surpluses off farms and 
into consumer kitchens, 

“It would seem that this plan 
for surplus disposal is one of the 
best yet devised by the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation,” 
Liles says. “rom the standpoint 
of health and social needs the plan 
is one which certainly deserves the 
Support of all people who are in 
favor of utilizing surpluses in 
both an economic and in a social 
way. 

“Not only will it mean money 
in the pockets of the farmers but 
it will mean more healthy school 
children. From doctors, teachers, 
social workers, parents, and the 
children themselves have come re- 
ports proving that a simple, nutri- 
tionally-balanced noonday lunch is 
a good prescription for wan faces, 
indifference to studies, and lack of 
interest in games and play.” 

Undernourished children is a 
problem fully as great as unem- 
ployed people, and it is gratifying

#0n8s—two librarians, a bookbinder 
and a@ maid, 

‘To comply with new regulations, 
the City Council was required to 
ame a library board to supervise 
the project and the following have 
been named: Mrs, J. M, Rowe and 
Mrs. J, O, English for terms of 
four years, Mrs. Greil Tillman for 
three years, Mrs, W. K, Farris for 
two years, and Miss Nettye Flour- 
uoy for one year, 

The library moevyment in Elba 
was begun in the home of Mrs. 
J. F, Brunson, sponsored by the 
Hlba Study Club, and was moved 
to the City Hall in September, 
1986. The Three In One Study 
Club, the City and individuals have 
contributed materially to the li- 
brary. In March, 1937, the City 
purchased 1,400 volumes and do- 
nated them to the library, and se- 
cured money to purchase new 
book cases through donations from
